If then, the Difference betwixt all theſe,

Appearance, will you expect it ſhould be 
otherwiſe betwixt the falſe Phyſician, A» 
ſtrologer, &c., and the true?

Ty,us are they kept and eftabliſh'd in Sub- 
J<&ion, Peace, and Obedience; he in 
Greatneſs, Wealth, and Power, $o you 
ſee the Politician is, and muſt be, a Moun- 
tebank, 1n State-Afﬀairs; and the Mountebank, 
no doubt, if he thrives, is an errant Poli» 
rtician 1n Phyſick, But that I may not prove 
too tedious, I will proceed faithfully to in- 
form you, what are the Things in which 
I pretend chiefly, at this Time, to ſerve 
my Country, 

Firſt, I will (by the Leave of God) per- 
feetly cure that Labes Britannica, or Grand 
Engliſh Diſeaſe, the Scurvy ; and that with 
ſuch Eaſe to my Patient, that he ſhall not 
be ſenſible- of the leaſt Inconveniency, 
whilſt I ſteal his Diſtemper from him.

ally the Legs. And to ſay: true, there are
